eacape reproach for disturbing the peace 
of the world, She resorted to arms 


-before exhausting the ordinary methods 


of diplomacy ;‘ but-it may at least be 
said in ber favour that Chino’s dupli- 
city in filling Coren with troopa while 
diplomatic negotiations were in progress 
almost justify thé extreme measures 
taken to prevent the innding of the 
troops from the Xowshing’ and her 
sister transports. The reballion which 
China wasso willing to aecept aa a 
pretext for throwing a lurge army into 
torea did not juatity her in taking this 
step. There were quite enough of 
Chinese troops in the Peninsula to quell 
an uprising among the oppressed 
Coreans ; and before sending alditional 
troops into Corea, China was under 
treaty obligation to notify Japan of her 
intention. It was perfectly well known; 
apparently, to Chinese statesmen that 
the Japanese Minister was exerting all: 
his influence upon the Court at. Seoul to, 
induca the King to introduce reforms, 
which, if once effected, would have a 
most beneficial influence upon the coun- 
try. Japan, as we have sought to point 
out on other occasions, has every reason 
to desire a better, more stable and less 
oppressive Government in Cores. It 
may be said that China haa no desire 
that the people should be borne 
down by heavy taxation or that trade 
should be dislocated by the whimsical 
restrictions imposed. by Corean offi- 


ciala, At the game time it evidently 
suits China’s bureaucracy that Corea 
should drift along in ber wretched, 
condition. Looking st China.from the 
people’s point of view, through. the 
spectacles of Western civilization, it is 
impossible to admit that Chins is well 
governed. What interest, therefore, 
could China bave in promoting reform 
in Corea? China does nothing to 
develop trade with Western nations, 
All that bea been accomplished in 
China up to the present has been 
‘recomplished by outside pressire in 
apite of the cramping influences of 
the: governing classes; and though 
those who have resided in Japan 
do not have ao much love, perbaps, for 
the Japanese panple as those who bave 
paid merely holiday visits to Japan, it 
1g easy to account for the beliof that if 
Japan won there would be more like- 
lihood of a development of business in 
Corea and in the Har Kast. The Specta- 
tor expresses the bope that neither side 
will win in the present struggle. ‘ It 
‘woald be most unfortunate, says our 
contemporary, if, because the Japanesc 
make pretty firescreens, and seem to 
have been impressionists without 
knowing it, and several centuries 
before the invention of impression- 
ism, we should give our moral 
support to the Jopanesa. Thera

It will be remembered,in great 
part at least, as a serics that appoar- 
ed originally in ‘ Puach.’ It isa c-reful 
etudy of the manners of a act. The con- 
yersativnal hints form a sort of art of 
humbug for the neophyte of tho stubble 
field—his guide to polite talk in covert and 
country house. The young shooter is 
taught how to pay for his weleoms by ex- 
travagant adulation of his host's gum, and 
how, at the right moment, to bring in the 
* Great Woodcook Saga,’ 

‘The groat truth thet burat upun mo is 
this, that if you want to restore good tem- 
per toa shattered party, you munrt stort 
talking about woodccke. If you saw a 
woodcaok in the morning, talk about that 
ove. If not, begin about the voodeock 
you saw last week, or,the;woodeoek aume- 
body else missed the week befuro. But 
whatever you do, always keep a woodcock 
for a (metaphorically) rainy day. Bring him 
out at lunch next time you shoot, and 
watch the effect,’ 
~Another good topic for all weathors is the 
cigarette, 

_* Very often youcan work up quite a nice 

litfle conversation on civarettes Every 
man believes, as ia well-known, that he 
possesses the only decent cigarettes in the 
country.
